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INTRODUCTION. 



This little work is designed as a contribution towards a ''School Service" 
for boys undergoing a liberal education. It has but little claim to the 
praise of originality ; but it is the result of experience, and of an honest 
attempt to meet a real and acknowledged need. 

The full Daily Service of the Church is — ^in the opinion of many — 
too long, and perhaps too exalted in its tone, to be brought to bear with 
the desired success on the generality of young minds. Abridged Services, 
again, based on the single principle of omission, are apt to be unsatisfactory, 
as leaving out what is perhaps most desirable, from the application of a 
rigid rule. Lastly, if Collects be selected at haphazard, there is likely to 
be a want of motive and continuity ; and a boy's attention and interest in 
the prayers will be as effectually lost, as it habitually is imder the one 
long effusion — de omni precabili — of ordinary books on Family Worship. 

But, as many masters are tied down by statute to the use of the 
Liturgy, and as many others prefer to express their daily needs and those 
of their boys in the devout and time-honoured words of its wonderful 
Collects, an attempt is here made, in Part 1., to arrange the Offices for 
'*Mattins" and ** Evensong," (with portions added from some other 
Offices,) so as to present a series of consistent services for one week. 

The idea of this part of the book, and even some details of execution, 
are due to Mr. Gladstone's Manual. * 

Next in dignity to the Collects in the Prayer Book come those echoes 
of the devotion of the past, preserved to us in the fragments of old Offices. 
Specimens of these will be found in Part II., for which I am indebted 
to the Rev. J. W. Hewett,t who has collected and published them in 
their original form.

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INTRODUCTION. 

Part III.* is chiefly intended for use in the household, when the 
School Service and the Family Prayers are at diflferent times. The Rev. 
F. W. Farrar, of Hart'ow, has kindly allowed the use of some Prayers 
written by him for his own House ; and the Rev. W. Bright has also most 
courteously given permission to insert a few extracts from his beautiful 
volume of AncieTU Collects. Some Occasional Prayers and a few Hymns 
are added — some of the latter by permission of Messrs. Novello & Co. 

As to the best mode of executing a work of this nature, there will be 
diflferences of opinion. Services for boys should put before them high 
hopes and holy aspirations ; but these must not be, either in language or 
conception, beyond their reach. They should be ancillary to the loftier 
offices in the Prayer Book ; and yet bring Religion before the young in 
its homelier aspect, as affecting their own daily life with its trials and 
temptations. Especially should such services be cheerful and lively, with 
a certain crispness and energy about them ; which will be largely aided by 
hymns and chants, and by frequent opportunities of hearty responding. 

Such are the results aimed at in the following pages ; and — may the 
Blessing from above, which alone maketh rich, be vouchsafed so as to 
secure success, in this humble attempt to promote early piety.
